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REV. A. B. STEWART. 


The Rev. Andrew Barton Stewart was born in Madison County, Miss., 
on March 8th, 1843; was baptized in infancy by the Rev. Green M. Rogers. 
His father, the Rev. George W. Stewart, was for many years a useful local 
preacher, as well as a successful practitioner of medicine. His mother 
was remarkable for her piety and devotion to the Church. Their children 
were trained from their birth to be religious. , Andrew very early developed 
marked inclination to piety, which grew with his growth. While yet quite a 
child he led the devotions at the family altar, and prayed when called upon 
in the public congregation. His educational advantages were more than 
ordinary. His father secured for him the best country schools that could be 
obtained ; then sent him to the University of Mississippi, at Oxford, where 
he was graduated. He taught school for a few years, to the satisfaction of 
his patrons. 

He was twice married ; first to Miss Ellen A. Holloman, daughter of 
the Rev. J. B. Holleman, of Yazoo County, Miss. From this marriage he 
had three children, who survive him. His second marriage was to Miss 
Fannie Moss. She, with a little daughter, lives to deplore his loss. 


Very early in life he realized that the Christian ministry was to be his 
life-work. He gave himself fully up to it by joining the Mississippi Confer- 
ence in December, 1866, and by continuing in it until death released him. 
His appointments were Rocky Springs, North Warren, Yazoo, Madison, Cam- 
den, Raymond, Rolling Fork, Mt. Olivet, Enterprise, Silver Creek and Clover 
Hill circuits. For some years he has been in the superannuated relation, ow- 
ing to his mental condition. 

He was a man of the deepest and most joyous piety. Prayer was his 
“vital breath.” He could not be long in the company of a Christian friend 
without proposing to retire tor a season of prayer together. In such mo- 
ments he seemed to be talking with his Maker, just as aman would talk with 
his friend, telling of need, calling to mind the promises, and pleading for 
their fulfillment. 

The Church of his choice never had a truer friend ; for her he regarded 
not sacrifices. His vow to “do that part of the work,” and “ at those times 
and places,” which his superiors in office judged best, was made without 
reservation, and kept without violation It was always a grief to him when- 
ever he saw his brethren attempting to influence their appointment. It 
seemed to him insubordination to Church authority and distrust of Provi- 
dence. <A place to work for the Master was what he craved, and he was 
willing to leave the selection of the place to the proper authorities. Long 
after his physical and mental condition plainly indicated to his brethren that 
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he should be relieved of the care of souls, he would still entreat to be per- 
mitted to pursue his “ loved employ.” 

Bro, Stewart sustained a very severe injury by being thrown from his 
buggy. He was taken up insensible, and was, with difficulty, restored to con- 
sciousness, This injury, with other causes, seriously impaired his mental 
faculties, at timés causing the complete dethronement of his reason. Several 
times he had to be placed in the asylum, Upon his recovery, conscience 
would always resume her control, and his life be characterized by the same 
enthusiastic love of the Church, and by the same scrupulous consecration to 
duty. 

As he advanced in years, these eclipses of reason became more frequent 
and more complete. After a period of intense mental agony, on June 17th, 
1889, his pious soul was liberated from its tormented prison-house by his 
own hand. In this particular his end was like that of the Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Butcher, the consecrated Bishop of Meath, and like that of Hugh Miller, the 
eminent geologist and no less eminent Christian. The mind, so long 
responsive to the straining demand upon it, reeled from its seat ; the con- 
science, ever tender and true, drifted in darknéss ; and the poor hand, with- 
out reason to guide or motive to restrain, wrought their release. 


I have rarely, if ever, known a Christian of more entire consecration 
than Andrew Stewart. To sing and to pray and to labor for the Master 
marked his life with devotion. ; 

Now his labors are ended, his prayers have been turned to praise, and he 
sings the new song among “the Church of the first-born which are written 
in heaven.”

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


As compared with the exhibit of former years, the Board of Education 
can congratulate the Conference upon the favorakle condition of our educa- 
tional enterprises. 3 

Neyertheless, when we consider the increasing demand for education 
along all lines, and the rapid advances made in some quarters for meeting 
these demands, we are made to mourn our inability to measure up to our 
requirements. 

Therefore, let our people rally to our institutions, male and female; 
support them by their patronage ; thoroughly equip them, and liberally 
endow them. 

Oh ! what an investment for the millions of our wealthy and the pennies 
of our indigent! 

The Board would emphasize the duty of making our institutions 
thoroughly Methodistic. Let only teachers of our own denomination be 
employed, unless it be decidedly impracticable to do otherwise. 


Mississippl METHODIST MALE COLLEGE. 

The Board of Education would congratulate the Church and people 
within our borders on the gratifying work done by the Joint Committee or 
this Conference and of our sister Conference, the North Mississippi, and the 
promising prospect, amounting to an assurance, that the proposed and pur- 
posed Mississippi Methodist Male College will be ready to begin its career 
of usefulness by October ist, 1890. This enterprise now amounts to a cer- 
tainty. 

The Board would recommend that the report of the Joint Committee 
submitted to this Conference on the first day of the present session and 
referred to this Board, be approved, and all acts of the Joint Committee 
therein stated be ratified and confirmed ; and that the plan therein formu- 
lated be carried out as speedily .as may be done. 

To this end the Board of Education recommend : 

First—That eight trustees for our Conference be appointed by the pre- 
siding bishop, which eight trustees, in conjunction with Bishop Charles Be’ 
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Galloway and eight trustees from the North Mississippi Conference, to be 
appointed in like manner as said North Mississippi Conference has already 
directed, shall constitute the first Board of Trustees of said proposed college ; 
that one-half the said eight trustees from each of said Conferences shall be 
laymen, and one-half shall also be appointed for three years and one-half for 
six years. 

Second—That said Board of Trustees shall have and are hereby granted 
full power to obtain a charter, select a location, erect the buildings, elect the 
faculty, and do any and all other things necessary and proper to be done 
in the premises. | 


Third—That T. L. Mellen, A. F. Watkins, W. C. Black, R. W. Millsaps, 
W.L. Nugent and Luther Sexton be continued on said Joint Committee 
until said Board ot Trustees be duly appointed, and shall have accepted the 
appointment. 


Fourth—That Bishop Galloway be requested to continue the canvass to 
secure the endowfnent fund ; and that he be further requested to appoint an 
agent to assist him in making said canvass whenever it shall appear to him 
to be necessary to do so, 

At the meeting in the interest of Christian education, held December 
20th, 1889, the sum of $2,525 was subscribed for the endowment, making now 
$46,925 secured for that purpose. 


CENTENARY COLLEGE. 


We rejoice unfeignedly in the success of Centenary College. One 
hundred and twenty students are reported to date, and an endowment of 
$50,000 has been secured in 6 per cent. interest-bearing notes. The Christ- 
ian element is pronounced in this institution. A Young Men’s Christian 
Association is in most successful operation. The Senior Class is composed 
of fourteen—a larger class than in many years. Sixteen preachers are being 
educated in the college, and sixteen sons of ministers. Centenary College is 
eminently deserving of the patronage of our people. We recommend the 
re-appointment of W. L. C. Hunnicutt to the presidency, and also that he 
be appointed Financial Agent. 


WHITWORTH FEMALE COLLEGE. 


\% The success of this institution has in the past been almost wonderful. 
It is believed that never before has it been so successful in all the depart- 
ments as now. Most admirable musical facilities are furnished. The num- 
ber of pupils enrolled to date is 225. Our people cannot do better for their 

_ daughters than to send them to Whitworth.

East MISSISSIPPI FEMALE COLLEGE. 


Very encouraging reports come to us from this institution. A most 
competent Faculty are engaged in teaching the most advanced and the 
most thorough curriculum. Nearly all of the students are members of some 
Church. In the Senior Class there are twelve pupils and twelve members of 
the Church ; in the Intermediate Class there are twenty-two pupils and 
twenty-two members of the Church, and in the other classes there are only 
nine not members ofthe Church. We believe that this institution furnishes 
rare advantages to its patrons. A sum of $10,000 is needed immediately to 
extend the facilities of this institution, over $5,000 of which has already been 
subscribed. In order to secure the remainder we recommend that R. M. 
Saunders be re-appointed president, and that he also be appointed a special 
agent to raise funds for his college. . 


Port GIBSON FEMALE COLLEGE 


Is in the midst of a prosperous session. The work done is thorough, and in 
all respects it has the endorsement of the trustees and the patrons, There 
are eleven young ladies in the Senior Class—a larger number than ever 
before. ‘The prospects of the college are good. We recommend the re-ap- 
pointment of E. H. Mounger to the presidency. 


WooDVILLE FEMALE SEMINARY 


Is in good condition as to its buildings. Mrs. L. Watt, a member of the M. 
E. Church, South, is now in charge with an efficient supply of teachers and 
about fifty students. The property is not in debt. 

The report of the Commissioner of Education has been considered by 
the Board, and it is their conscientious conviction that the education of the 
colored people should be very near to the heart of every Southern Methodist, 
and especially that the Paine and Lane Institutes should receive our earnest 
attention. . 

There have been reported to the Board, as collected from the pastoral 
charges, for education, $488.35, which amount has been turned over to Presi- 
dent Hunnicutt for the benefit of Centenary College. 

We recommend the adoption of the following, viz.. 

Inasmuch as through a misunderstanding the usual collection for the 
benefit of Centenary College was not taken up in some of the Districts, we 
recommend that such collection be taken up the ensuing year, equal to the 
amounts assessed for the. Bishop’s Fund, and that the money be appropriated 
to the payment of the tuition of young men preparing for the ministry in 
that institution.

REPORT ON STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


Your Committee respectfully report as follows : 

The spiritual condition of the Church is very hopeful and encouraging. 
We rejoice in the numerical increase and the signs of spiritual growth. The 
Church is alive to the importance of a personal experience of the power of 
the Son of God. Revivals have been extensive and gratifying. Two thous- 
and seven hundred and eighty-eight (2,788) members have been added to the 
Church, making a total of 36,205 members within our bounds. Our people 
are growing in the grace of liberality, understanding that ‘ove for Christ 
breaks the alabaster box and brings sweet spices to anoint His body. There 
is less card-playing, dancing and dram-drinking by the members of the 
Church than formerly. It is a burning shame that any member should so 
forget his vows as to encourage by his example, presence or conversation 
any of the popular evils of the day, such as card-playing, wine parties, 
theatre-going, dancing, purchasing lottery tickets, and violating the Holy 
Sabbath ; all these evils are inimical to the law and spirit of Methodism. 
We regret to say that in many places our members patronize the Louisiana 
Lottery gambling organization. We agree that one must have a very low 
conception of his relation to Christ to encourage any of these evils. Know- 
ing the fearful corrupting influence of the Louisiana Lottery, we offer the 
following resolution : 

Resolved, That we condemn in unqualified terms that abominable ini- 
quity—known as the Louisiana Lottery, and pledge our hearty moral support 
to the good people of our sister State in their efforts to rid themselves of that 
blot upon their Statehood, and that curse upon the whole country. 

2d. That we condemn all traffic in lottery tickets, and insist upon the 
administration of the discipline whenever any member of the Church deals 
in them.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 


The Board respectfully submit the following : 

There are 416 Sunday Schools in our bounds ; 2,079 officers and teach- 
ers, and 16,203 scholars, which is an increase over last year of 17 schools, 
126 officers and teachers, and 908 scholars. We are gratified to see this un- 
mistakable evidence of increased interest in this great institution, but we 
feel sure that there are yet many places in our Conference where our people 
have but a poor conception of the immense advantages to be derived from 
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it. The Sunday School now furnishes nearly all of the material out of 
which come those who are converted and brought in the Church. 

We urge upon our pastors and superintendents the importance of hav- 
ing in our schools truly converted and deeply pious teachers, who have not 
only the theory but also an experimental knowledge of the Gospel. 

We feel sure that one of the most important things now needed to give 
a general forward impulse to Sunday School work, is a larger and more 
constant attendance by the parents of our children. Where the father and 
mother send their children to Sunday School, while they remain at home 
on Sunday morning triflingly employed, or for any other purpose that does 
not present itself as a good excuse for their absence to the minds of their 
children, the precepts taught will be often counteracted by the example of 
the parents. Let us urge upon our elderly people the necessity of empha- 
sizing this institution by their presence. 

It is very gratifying to us to be able to report an improvement in the 
collections by and for the Sunday Schools. 

There were $551.84 more expended for literature this year than last. 
There is an increase of $160 from the collections on Children’s Day, and an 
increase of $41 for missions above that of last year. We have now in our 
hands, for the aid of needy Sunday Schools, $400. 

The amount expended by the Sunday School Board, for aid of needy 
Sunday Schools, was $335.70. 

The Board has adopted the following plan for the distribution of this 
fund : 

1st—The Chairman, Secretary and Treasurer of the Board are consti- 
tuted an Executive Committee, to whom all applications for aid shall be 
made. 

3d—Applications shall be endorsed by presiding elder or preacher in 
charge, if not made by them. 

3d—-Applications so endorsed shall contain satisfactory answers to 
questions asked in blank forms furnished for this purpose by our Publishing 
House. 

4th—No applications for aid shall be considered when the design is to 
purchase literature other than our own. 

5th—Blank forms of applications for aid will be furnished any who may 
desire them by the Treasurer of our Board, Rev. B. F. Lewis.

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REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 


It isa matter of profound gratification, and calls for increasing and 
devout thankfulness, that so much has been accomplished in the interest of 
temperance throughout the borders of our Conference during the past. 
decade. Indeed, it is doubtful, if any movement in the same length of time 
ever grew so rapidly in popular favor, and enlisted such an army of ardent 
and determined supporters as the crusade against the evils of intemperance 
It is not saying too much, when we claim that the success of modern 
methods for promoting temperance has been, in a great measure, due to the 
conservative yet aggressive attitude which our Church has always occupied 
in reference to this great question. Much has been done, yet a vast deal 
more remains to be accomplished. We cannot afford to relax our efforts. 
The giant evil still confronts us. It still spreads its exterminating lava over 
the whole surface of society, killing the body, destroying the soul, and 
leaving no one redeeming or even palliating trace behind it. It stands as 
the unrivaled enemy to the public health ; the great destroyer of the public 
peace, and the most dangerous of all foes to the public. morals. In addition 
to its being a great crime in itself, it is either the parent and source, or the 
most powerful auxiliary, of almost every other crime that exists. As a 
Church we must be. pronounced on this subject. We must give forth no 
uncertain sound. While we will not undervalue the powerful,and benign 
agencies of prospective measures of education, moral training, religious 
instruction, and other aids of this description,'we must insist that present 
checks shall be applied. We recognize the propriety of preserving the 
public morals by the institution of our courts of law—by the suppression of 
gambling houses, the prevention of prize-fights, and the apprehension and 
punishment of thieves. If then, drunkenness be equally injurious to the 
public weal, we must insist that it should be subjected to legislative control. 
Prohibition is the only system that takes into account all the facts of the 
question. It is the only system that embraces the full duty of the State to 
the citizen. It is the only system that can succeed, because it is the only 
one that aims to eradicate the appetite for strong drink by removing the 
temptation, and the facilities for its constant indulgence. 
| Notwithstanding the fact that intemperance is backed by the two most 
| powerful lusts of man—thelove of liquor in the drinker, and the love of 
money in the seller, and though it is in league with all the allied forces of 
hell, a great and mighty people have risen up in their majesty and power 
and declared that they will not down until this giant of evils be forever 
banished from our shores. God knows that no work is so imperatively de- 
manded, or so full of promise to our country as this. May He speed the 
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day when our State and country shall be free from the blighting, withering 
curse ot intemperance, L. T. FiTzHUGH, Chairman.

REPORT ON BIBLE CAUSE. 


Your Committee beg leave to report the following : 

Over $30,000 have been expended in Mississippi by the American Bible 
Society in the past seven years, in the distribution of Bibles, and still there 
is great destitution in many places, and calls are being made upon this 
Society for a recanvass of many counties, that have been canvassed during 
these seven years. The rapid increase in population, by immigration and 
otherwise, demands greater exertions for the supplying of the Word of Life 
to the people. A good work has been done in Mississippi this year, but a 
great deal more is needed. No Church or institution is making any special 
effort to supply the’ need of Bibles, except through this Society, and we 
would urge upon our people the great necessity of active and earnest co- 
operation in this great cause. The sum of $200,000 is needed to-day in 
America to supply the demand for the Bible in destitute places, to say 
nothing of foreign lands, which, perhaps, need a like amount. Shall not 
the Church within the bounds of this Conference lend its aid in this great 
work? surely it will. 

These facts we gather from our District Superintendent, Bro. J. W. 
McLaurin, who is actively engaged in this work, and we further learn from 
him that the Society is taking hold of and looking into the matter of supply- 
ing the Bible to the colored people. This has been almost entirely neglected 
heretofore, and we are glad to learn that it is receiving attention now, and 
we earnestly recommend the co-operation of our Church on this line. We 
recommend the adoption of the resolution of last year : 

Resolved, That we co-operate with the American Bible Society, and 
with the District Superintendent, Bro. J. W. McLaurin, in the great and 
good work in which they are engaged, and we recommend that a day be set 
apart during the coming year by all the preachers, to be called “ Bible Day,” 
and this subject be then brought before our people, and a collection be taken 
up to aid in circulating the Bible. 


The aggregate amount contributed to the Bible cause within our 
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boundary, as reported by our Statistical Secretary, for the present year, is 
$315. The largest amounts contributed by any one of our congregations are 
from Moss Point and Yazoo City.

3d—The record of the Vicksburg District, altogether, presents a tolerable 
appearance ; but evident haste to finish it doubtless accounts for errors of 
grammar and but ordinary handwriting. 

4th—We report the record for the Meridian District as in good condi- 
tion, fairly kept, and generally correct. 

sth—We report the Sea Shore record as neatly kept. Mechanically 
good, but faulty from abbreviations and undue haste, which omits some 
words and presents too briefly items which should be more fully given. 

6th—For the Brandon District we commend the neatness of the record. 
By intervals of space between the day’s sessions and proceedings we think 
the several items might be more easily examined or referred to. 

7th—We have not received the record for the Woodville District.

In addition to the amounts reported above, our brethren of this Confer- 
ence have taken a large share in providing for another missionary for Japan 
through the noble efforts in this direction by onr organ, the New Orleans 
Christian Advocate. 

Let us go forward to MUCH greater effort and achievement.

Your Committee, to whom were referred the publishing interests,’ 
respectfully beg leave to make the following report : 
It is very gratifying to know that the various interests w ich have been 
reported to us have been greatly blessed of God. They have shared the . 
very liberal patronage of the people. £ 
The Publishing House has passed over its days of doubts and trial, and 
has become an assured success ; sending out its books and periodicals by the 
thousands, and is, at last, furnishing a dividend for the support of super- 
annuated preachers and their widows and orphans. 
The Nashville Christian Advocate is increasing its subscriptions, and 
meeting with enlarged and widespread favor, as the general organ of the 
Church, and as one of the best religious family papers. It should be in 
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every home in our Church. The New Orleans Christian Advocate has made 
gratifying advance during this year—2,200 new subscribers having been 
added to its list, of which number 1,198 are from our own Conference. The 
number of subscribers is 7,000. Every preacher and subscriber should use 
double diligence to make it 10,000, in order to secure the gift offered by its 
munificent publisher, J. G. Grant, for the superannuated preachers of the 
patronizing Conferences. The large sum of arrearage now shown by its 
business manager, that sum in this Conference alone being $2,500, demon- 
strates the fact that it is not wise to extend so much indulgence to subscri- 
bers. We would urge the use of the cash plan. For the sake of satisfying 
subscribers, (when mistakes are made, as is often the case, and to prevent 
loss of confidence in the preachers, for a time, at least, until they are cor- 
rected), we would respectfully ask the publisher to publish the receipts of 

money and the names of subscribers sending it, as they are received. ; 

The Quarterly Review is a periodical that is every way first-class, and 
deserves larger appreciation of its merits than it now has. 

The Sunday School literature is commendable in everything that makes 
it worthy of the confidence of the Church. lts widespread popularity is 
evidenced from the fact that its periodicals are about 1,000,000 annually, 
with increasing demands. 

As preachers, we feel pledged to continued devotion and earnest support 
to all these interests, and herein write and express our gratitude to our 
Heavenly Father for the abundance of His blessing and power during the 
past year. 

Your Committee recommend that Revs. W. B. Lewis, W. C. Black and 
R. J. Jones be appointed as members of the Publishing Committee.

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REPORT ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference, assembled in 
Crystal Springs: | 
BRETHREN—Y our Committee on Sabbath Observance beg leave to 
report as follows : 7 
We see with regret the tendency of our people to disregard the law of 
the Sabbath, and to desecrate the day given to man for spiritual exercise 
and physical rest. Instead of a day of rest and worship, which God in- 
tended it should be, many have made it a day of secular pleasure, feasting 
and business. We deprecate the widespread desecration of the Sabbath by 
the railroads, and the United States government itself in its mail service, 
which deprives thousands of our people of their needed rest and the privi- 
lege of the House of God. And we see no necessity for this, believing it is 
done simply for the love of money and to gratify a senseless demand for 
pleasure. As we conceive that the sanctity of the Sabbath is necessary to 
the maintenance of our liberty and Christian civilization, so we believe 
that the maintenance of this institution must devolve on the Church. Mr. 
Pitcairn, Superintendent of the Pennsylvania Central Railroad, in an 
address before the National Young Men’s Christian Association, said: 
“ You churchmen do more than any one else to keep up Sunday trains. If 
you will all oppose it, and go about it the right way, the wheels will all stop 
If you will go to my office with me, I will show you letters from ministers 
church committees, camp-meetings and seaside churches, asking for Sunday 
excursions and special rates, that will keep you reading for a day.” 


} 


Since it depends on the preachers as leaders of the people, to educate their 
consciences on this, as on all moral questions, we recommend the following 
resolutions : 

Resolved, tst—That we, as ministers, will preach on this subject, ex- 
pounding and enforcing the law of the Sabbath as laid down in the Bible. 

2d—That we will encourage our people to such observance by example, 
as well as by precept, by ‘more carefully refraining from all ordinary work 
or secular business, and from receiving our mails on the Lord’s day. 

3d—That we will not travel on Sunday, either by private or public con- 
veyance, except in cases of necessity. 

4th—That we commend the efforts of the Sunday Rest League, in try- 
ing to secure a legal day of rest for the thousands of railroad employes and 
others who are now deprived of this gift of God, and extend our hearty 
wishes for success to our brethren of Louisiana, who are struggling to main- 
tain the same God-given privilege.
